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VISITED HASTINGS AND 
| PRINCE EDWARD REGT. 


On Wednesday of this week Mr. C. 
M. Wallbridge and the Publisher of 
The Review visited the Hastings and 
Prince Edward Regiment Headquart- 
ers at Picton. The regiment composed 
of five companies, under the com- 
mand of Lt.-Col. S. Young, E.D., have 
ideal training and living quarters at 
Picton. 

We were cordially treated by the 
Adjutant Captain, H. Naughton and 
Capt. R .W. Abraham, who gave us 
considerable information as to a sol- 
dier’s life at Picton’ work, meals, 
and equipment supplied them. 
Through the courtesy of Lt. William 
Stockloser of Madoc, we were shown 
through’ the various buildings, 
Armouries and grounds, used by the 
regiment. While talking t6 a number 
of men from this district, we learned 
that they were well satisfied with 
their quarters, food and clothing sup- 
plied. As yet the new uniforms have 
not been received but it is expected 
that the officers and men will be fully 
equipped with the new battle dress 
within three weeks, About 800 pairs 
of socks have been donated by the’ 
Red Cross to the regiment and about 
1,200 more pair are expected. 

The sleeping quarters of the men 
are well heated and ventilated. The 
men are sleeping on springs and mat- 
tresses, while each hag four blankets. 
In the sleeping quarters are several 
radios and all the men seem perfectly 
contented, In the barracks are wash 
rooms with running water and show- 
ers with hot and cold water. 

In addition to the regular entrance 
each barracks has a fire escape, 

A lecture hall which will hold 100 
men is being remodelled while an 
old canning factory is being torn 
down and the ground will be used as 
company drill grounds. At present the

By buying less and selling more 
abroad, officials hope for speedy re- 
covery of Britain's business iife from 
the first shocks of the war. In the 
first month of the war, exports de- 
creased 42 per cent through the sud- 
den dislocation of trade. 

But now, British manufacturers 
plan with government help to capture 
the markets of Germany, whose over- 
seas efforts before the war were to- 
ward increased trade with South Am- 
erica, 

They see one big asset in the ship- 
ping situation. The German merchant 
marine virtually has been swept from 
the seas. Britain's huge merchant 
navy on the other hand, has been mo- 
bilized under Government control. 

Ship builders, pointing their efforts 
under government direction, plan to 
turn out 3,000 ton cargo vessels on a 
mass production basis to add still 
further to British maritime superior- 
ity. 

The Board of Trade is starting 
talks with groups of industries on 
best lines along which to push for 
Germany's overseas markets, Oliver 
Stanley, President of the Board of 
Trade, says of his Department's aims: 

“What we want to do particularly 
is to stimulate trade to certain coun- 
tries whose currencies are valuable 
to us, such as the United States and 
Canada, from which we are bound to 
import large quantities of materials 
required for the war.” 

Sir Charles Hipwood, director of 
the National Union of Manufacturers 
hails the Board of Trade’s activities 
as a realization by the Government of 
“the importance of trade to pay for 
our supplies.” 

Control of trade and industry with- 

in the country has brought sharp 
criticism from sections of the press 
and assurances from Ministers that 
only such control as was absolute-ly 
necessary would’ be imposed. 
* Rationing and pooling of gasoline 
is in operation. Under the pooling 
system individual brands cease to 
exist and the Government controls 
distribution. Gasoline pumps and 
trucks now have pool posters pasted 
‘over the refiners’ symbols.

Thirty-four lives were lost Saturday 
in an early morning explosion in the

Brother Fontaine was shot in the 
back and through the shoulder,a bul- 
let scratching thé lungs. 

A third missionary, Rev. L. Bour- 
assa, was accompanying the Brothers 
but escaped unwounded.

ALLIES TO AWARD 
HUGE CONTRACTS 
FOR WARPLANES 


A billion dollars worth of overseas 
orders is-expected by officials to be 
placed with United States manufac- 
turers ag soon as President Roosevelt 
signs the bill the embargo on 
arms sales to belligerents, 

They etimated that amount would 
be contracted within a few weeks, 
with most of the supplies going to 
Great Britain and France. 

Enactment of the bill will permit 
Great Britain and France to obtain 
some 3000 warplanes which have 
been completed since the embargo 
was imposed. 

Cancelled export licences for planes 
and munitions probably will be rein- 
stated. Great Britain's impounded or- 
ders aggregate $14,680,807 and those 
of France $58,205,739. 

Even before the House of Repre- 
sentatives voted’to repeal the embar- 
go a French purchasing commission 
contracted for 4,600 aircraft motors 
from two eastern manufacturers at a 
price of approximately $50,000,000, 
officials were informed... A British 
mission, meanwhile, has been nego- 
tiating for some 1,600 training planes. 

The arms embargo halted delivery 
on some 600 aircraft early in Septem- 
ber. In addition to these, the French 
contemplate purchases of some 3,800 
planes, and the British 4,000. it was 
reported authoritatively. A Swedish 
mission has been negotiating for up- 
ward of 200 aircraft and a Belgian

* The sudden professed love of Ger- 
many for France does not catch 
Frenchmen napping. They know all

an soldiers. These Frenchmen know 
that only the Maginot Line and the 
soldiers of France are standing in 
;the way of-a third invasion in their 
| lifetime. 

That is why the German efforts to 
imake & separate peace with France 
are falling on stony ground, French- 
men turn a deaf ear to the cry for 
peace, because they appreciate that 
it would be only a truce. 

Take the case of the French pea- 
sant, as an example. He is proud of 
his service for France, prouder still 
that he has six grandsons in the army 
today. 

The particular Frenchman was only 
@ little lag in the Franco-Prussian 
war. But he can remember well how 
the invading Prussians stormed in 
from Germany. He knows the record 
of rape and pillage that the invaders 
from Germany left in their wake, 

But, most of all, he can remember 
how the Prussians arrested his father 
along with the fathers of other little 
French boys. And, having accused the 
fathers of sniping, the Prussians led 
them to the village square. The men 
were lined up against a wall and exe- 
cuted by a firing squad. Nor were the 
people allowed to remove the bodies. 
The Prussians left them in the square 
to terrorize the rest of the popula- 
tion. The little French boy gazed at 
his father lying in a pool of his own 
blood, He never forgot the sight. 
Neither did he ever forget that the 
Prussians had ‘done it. 

Then ,over forty years later, in 
1914, the Prussians came back to in- 
vade France once more. This time 
the boy had grown to manhood. He 
was over the regulation army age, 
but he got into the ranks. In com- 
mon with hundreds of thousands of 
his fellow Frenchmen, he fought at 
Verdun, His gallantry helped to stem 
the tide of Prussian invasion, when 
German troops tried to storm their 
way through the fortress of Verdun. 
The line held and France was saved. 

Not only did the Frenchman fight 
at Verdun but his son was killed 
early in the war. 

He had lost his father in the Prus- 


..e nad lost his son in the Prussian 
invasion of 1914. 

And, he had fought himself against 
the Prussian invaders in 1915. 

Now, as he nears 80 years, the 
aged Frenchman knows the Prussians 
are knocking on the door of France 
again. He realizes that six of his 
Zrandsons are manning the forts to 
drive back the invaders from the 
East. What his father had done, 
what he had done, what his son had 
done, now his grandsons must do 
again. 

With all the bitterness of the third 
invasion in his lifetime burning into 
his heart, is it any wonder this 
Frenchman scorns the olive branch 
held out to France by Hitler? He 
realizes it #is nothing more than a 
strategic-gesture being made in the 
hope that France will withdraw and 
so be easier to gobble up at some 
future day. 

He is not an isolated case, this ag- 
ed French peasant. His story is the 
Same story that many another 
Frenchman and Frenchwoman knows’ 
all too well, They delve into the wells! 
of experience to realize how the 
Prussian feels towards France. 

The enmity is rooted deeply in the! 
hearts of France. The people don’t 
want any part of Germany, but they 
do insist that Germany must quit, ! 
once and for all, the passion of the 
Prussians to invade France every 
now and again.
